However, when he 
has nrade an appointment not distinctively: 
Democratic, so far as’ my observation ex- 
tends, it has been of a man of easy political 
virtue. For sume time after he assumed 
the reins of government he did, to some ex- 
tent, keep his faith; but within the last two

and has made appointments distinctively 
on partisan grounds, and in many in- 
stances he has appointed persons belonging 
to the worst elements of his party—men 
who are not only partisans, but those who 
are ward Dummers and bailot-box stuffers.

tablish his fituess.for the particular duties 
to which he is to assigned, It is not 
wise to discard the latter class; they are 
ambitious, earnest and patriotic. ‘It is they 
who put their spoulders to the wheel and 
promote a good cause by toil, while on the 
other hand the methods that are in vogue 
have a tendency to give advantages to those 
who do no Jabor in promoting the success of 
great principles, 
THOMAS JEFFERSON’S TEST. 

Thomas Jefferson, the first Republicaz . 
Presideut of this ‘country, laid down the 
rules that should govern in this matter. 
His tests were: Are they honest, are they 
capable, are they faithful to the Constitu- 
tion? Any method that will secure the ap- 
pointment of men who will stand those. 
tests is all that the country needs. Do not 
understand that I object to Grover Cleve- 
land because he has appuinted Democrats to 
office; on the contrary, | expected that, and . 
think that it is his right to do so, being one 
of those who believe that when the issues 
that have been before the country have been 
settled by the peopie, itis the popular ex- 
pectation that the Government, in all its de- 
partments, shall be administered by those 
who are friendly to the side that has their ap- 
proval. My com taint is.of the bad faith of ..... 
Grover Cleveland; that he has pretended 
one thing and has done another; that he 
has looked one way and rowed another, 
‘Applause.} Further along it will be dis 
covered that this course of the President 
has an object entirely ulterior to the pro- 
‘motion of the welfare of the country. 

Closely connected with this subject is his 
violation of the principle that an admuinis- 
tration shyuld treat every section of the . 
country with equality and partons 
so far as it is practicable. I complain 
him for the manner in whieh he constitated 
and has maintained his Cavihet. In the.early 
history of the country the interests were 
not as broad and diversified as in these 
days; the number of men fitted for Cabinet 

or other high positions were not as numer. 
ous in proportion to the population as they 
| are at this time. Everywhere in this 
country. in all the States, there are numer- 
ous wen who are qualified to fill the high- 
est places m the Government. 
THE LAST FIFTY YEARS

River 
has had nothing but an attorney-general, 
who has little money to disburse, and little 
litical power, except as he can manipu- 
ate his marshals and district attorneys.

THE GREAT QUESTION | 

in this campaign bas been a good deal dis- 
cussed already, and it is as to the principle 
that shall govern in the raising of revenue 
by impost duties. It is not a new question, 
but isas oid as the Government — older 
tuan eny government that exists upon this 
continent; and it is destined to remain a 
question so long as government shall adopt 
that method in raising its revenues. The 
tirst objection that appears to the Demo- 
cratic party is as to their duplicity and the 
ambiguity of their platform, In 1884 it was 
asserted by the Republicans that their plat- 
form deciared no, distinctive principles;

the platform was _ for protection. 
Mr. Cleveland was elected; so were 
Mr. Randall and Mr. Carlisle; and 


upon the floor of the House we found these 
gentlemen advocating their respective 
views, which were directly in opposition, 
and both claiming that they were justified 
under the platform of 1884. Thus were the 
very elect deceived; and if these able men 
could be thus deceived, what might not be 
expected of men who are engaged ip busi- 
ness and do not give their time to the inves- 
tigation of these great questions? For 
nearly three years the Administration was 
silent. We got no indication as to what 
the views of the President were; no inter- 
retation of the platform of 1884. But in 
ecember last the President in his message 
took what we deemed a distinctive position

A LITTLE HISTORICAL REVIEW 

of this tariff question as it regards Great 
Britain and the United States. 3 

When Queen Elizabeth came to the throne 
of England, it was not a manufacturing 
Nation. The workshops of Europe, and, 
as to that matter, for the world, were in the 
low countries. which comprise Holland, 
Belgium and the Netherlands,.- When Philip 
of Spain attempted to execute his auto da 
fe through the instrumentality of the 
Duke of Alva, of the Duchess of Parma 
and Don Juan of Austria, large numbers of 
the people of the low countries fled to Eng- 
“land tor an asylum, in order to, escape per- 
secution. Great Britain granted them a 
home, on condition that they would teach 
the British people the art, of manufactur- 
ing. It was thus that her industries com- 
menced, and in thirty years’ time the low 
countries became the customers of England. 
She saw the advantages of manufacturing 
industries, and she sought in every way to 
build them up. She oamagers ad estab- 
lished, not only a protective tariff, but that 
which was practicaily prohibitory; she not 
only did this, but she enacted navigation 
laws of the most stringent character, fer- 
bidding the transportation of any merchan- 
dise trom Great Britain or to sreat Britain, 
or toor fromany ef her dependencies, except 
in British bottoms. At that time there was 
a great.ambition among European nations 
to acquire colonies and provinces all over 
the world, Great Britain was more active 
in this respect than any other nation. By 
colonization, diplomacy or conquest she ac- 
quizes dominion over sections of Asia, of 

frica, tlie West Indiesand North Amer- 
ica; and she was apt in selecting, as arule, 
those countries which were producers of an 
abundatice of the most vaiuable raw mate- 
rials, India, Egypt and the countries 
in South ‘Afries, the West Indies, and at 
that time the colonies. which now comprise, 
in conSideradie part, the United States. 
Under her navigation laws she had the 
monopoly of carrying the raw material from 
all these countries bick to Great Britain. 
earning a freight upon them, manufactur- 
ing them there into fabrics, to which was 
added the costofthe labor, and carryjng 
the fabricated articles back to these colo- 
nies and to other nations, earning freight- 
age upon that transportation; and the raw 
materials apd the manufactured articles 
passed through numerous handiings, ard in 
every case the haudlers received a profit. It 
was thus that the-Nation became enriched.

Her manu- 
facturing establishments had been in- 
creased and diversified until they sto.d 
With these 
antages in shipping, in capital, in raw 
materials, in estabiisbed industries and in 
an abundance of cheap labor, she changed 
her policy and announcéd herself in favor 
ef free trade, which occurred just 50 yeats 
ago. 
TO RETURN TO THE UNITED STATES. 
After independence was achieved the 
country was favorabie to a protective tariff, 
and every President who spoke upon the 
subject at all, from Washington down to 
James K. Polk, was in favor of the tariff 
now advocated by the Republican party. 
In 1812 John C. Calhoun was himself a pro- 
tective-tariff man. Atthat time it was the 
opinion and desire of the country that 
slavery should be put ona basis of gradual 
extinction, but a change came over the 
dreams of the slave-holding part of the 
United States. The invention of the cotton 
gin, which enabled cotton planters to sepa- 
raté the seed from the lint cheaply and 
speedily, gave to slave labor a value that it 
did not possess befare. The sentiments of 
the South changed. Those living in the 
cotton States saw that it was a source of 
reat pecuniary profit, and those States that 


profit from raising slaves and selling them 
southward, Hence the sentiment which 
grew up that sustained slavery, not only 
upon an economical, but upon Christian 
grounds. It would 


A great number of hardy, intelligent me- 
chanics would be a continuing danger to 
the institution, and hence the Southern: 
States discouraged manufacturing, The 
cotton gin gave to Great Britain cheap raw 
material, and Great Britain, with her cheap 
labor, could give the South cheap goods. 
Hence the two naturally acted together. 
John C. Calhoun’s position revolutionized 
the whole South upon that question. It 
was he who first distorted the rules pre- 
scribed in the Kentucky resolutions of ’98, 
and Virginia of ’99, which were drafted by 
Thomas Jefferson, for the interpretatien of 
the Constitution of the United. Stajes into 
that theory which justified the State in se- 
ceding from the Union whenever, in its 
opinion, any act of Congrens was unconsti- 
tutional or unwise. In er that slavery 
might be protected, 1f became necessary to 
invent some theory that would justify the 
destruction of the country whenever that 
institution was believed to be in danger; 
and hence South Carolina adopted the re- 
markavle doctrine that the State is the sole 
and final judge of the constitutionality of 
an act of Congress, and that she might, in 
such case, or indeed in any case when she 
chose, voluntarily withdraw from the 
Union, and that such action was not a 
breach of the Constitution of the United 
States. Mr. Calhoun and his coadjutors 
availed themselves of this doctrine to nul- 
lify a protective-tariff law passed by Con- 
gress anid signed by Andrew Jackson. The 
theory seemed to have been crushed by the’ 
argument of Webster and by the spirited 
proclamation of Andrew Jackson, and for 
the time peing John C. Calhoun and 
coadj: tora subsided under the threat of Old 
Hickory, that if they persisted he worlds 
hang them as high as [Laghter.

of commodities which we may with practica- 
bility produce, foreign nations 
are able to find a market in our country 
when our people are not, although the con- 
ditions are most favorable. Why can this 
be done? During Mr. Arthur’s inistra- 
tion Secretary Frelinghuysen instructed our 
consuls abroad to report as to the condition 
of labor in the respective countries where 
they were on duty; the wages, mode of liv- 
ing, and upon everything that would 
throw _ilight upon the great ques- 
tion of labor. Those reports were rut 
into a pamphlet and circulated through the 
country. Imade an _ investigation of the 
question of wages as derived from those re 

ports,and[ don’t understand that thetr 


or truthfulness is denied. 
aking {nto consideration all classes of } 


labor, skilled as well as unskilled, the fig- 
ures show that Great Britain, wherein 
laborers are most favored among European 
nations, pays 40 cents on an average where 
we pay $1. On the Continent, in the most 
favored nations, the wages are 33% per 
cent. of what they are here, and in less 
favored nations, such as Saxony and Italy, 
the disparity is much greater. It may be 
said that England is free trade and these 
other countries are protective, and that 
wages are higher in England a free-trade 
nation, than they are in the others. Such 
is the fact, and now what is the reason? It 
is because Great Britain tolerates labor or- 
ganizations, and the other Governments 
prohibit them. It is through the influence 
of these organizations that wages have 
been increased in Great Britain at ali. : 
‘THE PROPORTION OF LABOR. 

Now, let us see how material labor is in 
the production of commercial commodities. 
A celebrated british statistician has made 
figures showing that in the United States it 
comprises 72 per cent. of the value of all 
classes of commercial commodities. Abcut 
18 months ago I entered upon the same 
investigation, but Ido not claim so much 
for my figures, for the reason that I had 
not the facilities that others have, and 1 
concluded that at least 75 per cent. of the 
value of commercial commodities, as a 
whole, was due to labor.

Heat once gave orders to get the 
horses out, and had some of the boards 
knocked-off the back part, through which 
opening the horses were runout. Edwards 
was kicked by a horse and painfully in- 
jured, Mr, Branscom believed the fire to 
eof incendiary origin, stating that there 
were geveral parties who would like to get 
him out of his. present location. He will 
rebuild the place and resume business. 


That tatrot Wagon. 

The police patrol wagon again came to 
grief last night. The wagon, with a num- 
ber of officers and Councilman Collins, 
started to the fire on Jackson street, about 
7:80 o’eloek, going at a rapid gait. At the 
eitnegof Main and First ~treets, in making 
the turn, the wheels caught in the railroad 
tracks, and the vehicle was capsized, throw- 
iug the men to the ground, the horse also 
going over. The wagon was, badly dam- 
aged, one of the wheels being smashed, the 
axle bent and the lamps broken, Of the 
officers in the wagon, Officer McKerizie had 
his knee injured, Detective Metzler wis 
batily bruised and Officer Fowle had his 
arin hurt. Mr. Rowan, the driver, who was 
a new man in the place, reeeived a cut on 
the chin, Considering the rate of speed at 
which the wagon was going, 1t is a wonder 
tliat none of the men were no worse hurt. 
Mr. COllins stated that the driver was 
cautioned about driving so fast, and asked 
to pull up as he turned the corner, but the 
driver says that if any one said anything of 
the sort he did not hear them, All that he 
heard wasto go ahead, and he went, He 
did not think that the accident could have 
been avoided. This makes the fifth time 
that the wagon has been knocked out since 
it has been in. the service.

oligarchy? 
If the popular vote of any section is 
for a colored citizen, by what principle 
of free government sball the voice of the 
people be suppressed, and the decision 
of the ballot-box be disregarded? Amer- 
ican liberty is worth nothing when it 
deliberately tramptes upon the rights 
of a single citizen, and when the old 
flag is nut sufficient to protect the 
poorest black man in the exercise of 
his political privileges, as well as in 
his person and his property.

He informed. Chief White Ghost that he 
would submit these requests to the Gevern- 
ment at once, at which the chief expressed 
great satisfaction, as did the other Indians. 
A favorable decision on these two points 
will greatiy promote the ratification of the 
treaty here.”’

terized his public dispatches, 

In the first, written shortly before-he was 
made regent, after quoting a passage from 
the Scriptures, he says: “‘When this writing 
falls into the hands of my friends, I shall 
have departed. this life. May it be vouch- 
safed to me in my last moments to com- 
mend my spirit into the hands of God. 
Should sudden death overtake me, my 
whole life has been a preparation for the 
world to come.” 

The second note written after the war 
with Austria commences: “Since in 1857 
I wrote to my surviving friends my last 
farewell, fate has deeply affected. my life.” 
It contains a touching allusion to the death 
of his brother, and expresses heartfelt 
thanks to the people of Prussia for the sen- 
timents displayed toward him. It is his 
prayer that God will allow his successor to 
preserve to Prussia the position plainly as- 
Signed her by Providence. The tote con- 


cludes: 
“May God in His grace will it so. . 


| *‘WILHELM. 

“Midnight, 1886-87.’ 

The third note commences: : 

“1870-71. God was with us. To Him be 
prayer, honor and giofy.”’ A memorable 
passage runs: “if ever the finger of God 
was clearly manifested in history, it was 
in the years 1866, 1870 and 1871.” ‘This and 
the fourth document conjures up the condi- 
tion of events which marked each year, 
with references to the kindness of his 
people. Both end with the prayer: “Lord, 
Thy will be done on earth as it is in heaven. 
Amen.”
